A history of tfie disasters in the 
United States in any year is written 
annually by the American Red Cross 
according to Chairman John Barton 
Payne, commenting on the report for 
the year ending June SO, *334, which 
has Just been Issued In Washington. 
“Because of the charter provision 
which places upon the Red Cross the 
responsibility for disaster relief, our 
chapter and staff workers are noti­ 
fied of all calamities of storm and 
fire and flood/* he continued. “The 
emergency period may prove to be 
brief, in cases where the victims 
have their own resources to draw on. 
While it lasts, however, whether it 
brings the Immediate need of food, 
clothing and shelter for the home­ 
less. or entails a program of inves­ 
tigation and rehabilitation, the Red 
Cross Is the official director of all 
relief." 
A great variation in type, and 
s wide geographical distribution, 
characterize the 103 disasters re­ 
ported last year. Tornadoes, hurri­ 
canes, hailstorms and other storms 
made up almost one half of the total. 
Especially numerous were the tropi 
cal storms which swept In from the 
sea to the Atlantic and Gulf Coast 
region. There were 21 storms of this 
type, establishing a new record for 
frequency. 
Next In number to storms were 
disasters of fire, the report shows. 
Red Cross aid was given following 
25 Dree In the United States and in­ 
sular posesslons. The most spectac­ 
ular was the Chicago stockyards 
fire, where Red Cross workers ar­ 
rived shortly after the fire started, 
administering relief until the emer­ 
gency period passed, giving first aid 
to about 1,000 persona. 
Floods caused serious damage in 
some sections, 17 calling for Red 
Cross relief. Three explosions were 
reported and three epidemics of ma­ 
laria and typhoid fever. A school bus 
wreck was one of the year's trage­ 
dies for which Red Cross funds were 
needed for relief and rehabilitation. 
"Technique acquired by the Red 
Croat In these disasters and the 
hundreds of others we have handled 
la at the service of the public," 
Chairman Payne said. “To make 
this possible the disaster relief ser­ 
vice has Issued a manual containing 
Instructions for chapters Interested 
la advance preparations for emer­ 
gencies. Disaster Institutes were 
held last year In 28 strategic loca­ 
tions. to enable Red Cross and civle 
workers to formulate plans for pos­ 
sible disaster emergencies in their 
communities. 
8upport of the disaster relief ac­ 
tivities of the Red Cross comes from 
the annnal roll call held each year 
from Armistice Day to Thanksgiving

IGURES supplied by typlca.. well 
managed banks In different part? j 
of the country show that a high pro 
portion of all applications for loans 
have been granted In the paat yea’ 
or two. says Albert W. Atwood In a 
recent article in The Saturday Eve 
ning Post on “Tbe Idle Dollar" Ex 
eerpts from Mr. Atwood’s arti cle fo* 
low: 
“Frequently banks state that at 
high as 90 per cent of all such appli 
cations are granted and for ftom 60 
to 75 per cent of the amount asked 
for. Allowing that the bankers make 
these figures as favorable to their 
own case as possible, it seems 
strange that we are told again and 
again that banks are not lending. 
“If we take Into account the whole 
class of regular bank borrowers, the 
plain fact is very few want to bor 
row yet. For the word ‘borrow’ Is 
merelv another name for the word 
‘debt, and we lace a great world­ 
wide drive to get out of debt 
“An experienced small-city banker, 
asked if banks were lending free!) 
enough, wisely replied: ’The reall) 
good borrower does not wish to bor 
row now In fact. I think our cus 
tamers are making a remarkably 
fine showing in paying off theli 
loans, especially l^ans of long stand 
Ing.' 
the Shrinkage of Credit 
“Or if we think of business con 
cerns rather than of individuals, it 
is conservative to say that those able 
to maintain high credit ratings have 
been mostly the ones able to main 
tain ample cash resources and. there 
fore, least in need of credit. As 
prices and costs fell, many concerns 
found themselves with plenty of 
cash because of the shrinkage In 
operations. Cash resources were still 
further swollen by reduced divl 
dends, and smaller inventories made 
bank borrowings still less necessary. 
“Expressed in another way. ba nks 
cannot expand credit, they cannot 
make loans, unless there l» a de­ 
mand Cor the same Fundamentally, 
the business transaction makes the 
loan, the loan does not make the 
transaction it is a mistake to try to 
force upon business organizations 
funds which they do not need Under 
the circumstances, the ‘idle dollar 
is a natural and proper enough phe 
nomenon. A demand for credi* is dif­ 
ficult to create artificially, and there 
Is always danger in so doing 
“Banks must be liquid enough at 
all times to pay depositors. The idea 
of a commercial loan is that It rep­ 
resents a self-liquidating process In 
business. If the banker makes only 
those advances that are inherently 
sound, and selects his maturities 
wisely, he will have incoming funds 
to meet demands. 
Government Lending 
“As everybody knows, the Govern 
ment has vast lending agencies, for 
home owners, farmers, and the like 
These have nothing to do with the 
subject of this article, except that all 
such Government operations would 
be impossible if the banks did not 
lend the Government money for the 
purpose. 
“No one can set a time when bor 
rowing will be resumed. But It will 
come when men once more feel that 
conditions are sufficiently settled to 
warrant them In taking chances. In 
entering upon deals, and in trying to 
make money.’* 
Mr. Atwood says that it may be 
that the banks are overcautious now 
Just as they were overconfident In 
1929, but calls attention to the fact 
that until a little more than a year 
ago banks were falling “partly bo 
cause they had loaned too freely, 
and were being criticized light and 
left for precisely th a t” 
He adds: 
“Indeed, the banks which had 
been cautious in their lending policy 
came through the crisis safely. Un­ 
der such conditions it is utterly use­ 
less to criticize banks for not mak 
ing loans After the experience they 
had for several years, especially In 
1932 and 1933. !t is only natural that 
they should relax their requirements 
very slowly and gradually. 
“Unfortunately, many of the appll 
cations for loans are not from people 
who want temporary banking accom 
modatlons for three or six months 
and are quite able to meet their 
maturity dates, but are from those 
who really need permanent capital. 
Thflv are basted and they want some- 
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wirac ai

Banks Reduce R. F. C. Debts 
Of $1,680,000,000 in loans made by 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo­ 
ration to hanks of all classes since | 
it began operations in February 
1932, the sum of $1,090,000,000, or 
65 per cent, has been repaid. 
This is a considerably higner ratio 
of repayment than to all other 
classes of borrowers. All told. The 
R. F. C. has advanced $4,550,000,000 
to non-governmental borrowers, of 
which $2,170,000,000, or only 48 per 
cent, has been repaid. 


THREE-TIME CHAMPION 


Last year American Red Cross 
chapters dealt with the problems of 
nearly 400,000 veterans and their 
tamHtes. The workers find that as 
the years go on their responsibility 
increases rather* then decreases. 
Changes in legislation, the Increas­ 
ing age of veterans and the conse­ 
quent increase in physical ills, bring 
new needs for sympathetic treat­ 
ment by trained Red Cross workers. 
In addition to this service to veter­ 
ans the Red Cross served ss the 
official medium between the people 
and the men in military and naval 
service, giving aid through this 
service last year to 6,979 men In the 
army, navy and marine corps.
